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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed amendments filed on 08/03/2009 raise a new issue that would require further consideration 
and search. Thus, the proposed amendments will not be entered. For example, the limitation "a first head marker of the data log file 
indicative of a beginning memory segment for a data log record of the memory cartridge, the PLC adapted to change the head marker on 
the memory cartridge to a record marker reflective of a data log record written in at least the beginning memory segment" recited in claims 
1 ,6,35 and 36 is a new issue that would require further consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection under 35 USC § 1 12 to claims 1 ,6,35 
and 36 would be withdrawn as necessitated by the proposed amendment. However, they are not allowable because the applicant's 
proposed amendments filed on 08/03/2009 raise a new issue that would require further consideration and search. 
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
